TREE ORDERING TIME 

The list of trees for 1968 delivery 
has just arrived. There are avail¬ 
able, Poplars, Spruce, Maple, Ash 
Willow > Lilae ) Honeysuckle and 
many more. Of course the old 
standby caragana is available as 
well as fruit bundles and some 
orchard material. 

For those who haven't ordered 
trees from the Department of 
Agriculture before, be assured that 
the requirements are easily met 
and the quality of the plants is 
high. All material is rooted and is 
sent out when it is nearest the 
best age to transplant. The only 
cost to you will be freight. 

When you fill out your appli¬ 
cation, certain information is re¬ 
quired. Your land location and a 
sketch where these trees will be 
planted is necessary. The approxi¬ 
mate distances involved will be 
useful to assure enough trees will 
be ordered. The land which is to 
be planted to trees must be sum- 
merfallowed for one year and be 
free of quack grass and other 
perennial weeds. 

We have complete lists of trees 
here at the office as well as infor- , 
mation on size, shape, etc. of the 
different species of trees. Booklets 
on Pruning and tree management 
are also availible. Drop in to the 
office and pick up some of these 
booklets. 

FALL RYE & WINTER WHEAT 

Several fellows have asked about 
fertilizing fall rye and winter 
wheat so I assume that there may 
be others that are interested. Fall 
rye on stubble normally requires 
30 to 40 lbs. of 11-48-0 drilled in 
at seeding time. If the crop looks 
good enough next spring you could 
broadcast 90 to 100 lbs. of 33.5-0-0 
or 34-0-0. If you’re seeding your 
fall rye on summerfallow you 
should drill in at seeding time 40 
to 60 lbs. of 11-48-0. As before ( if 
the crop appears to have wintered 
well enough it would be useful 
to broadcast 75 to 90 lbs. of 33.5- 
-0-0 or 34-0-0 in the spring. 

These recommendations for fall 
rye are the same as those for win¬ 
ter wheat. The problem of winter 
kill can be very severe with win¬ 
ter wheat so you will likely want 
to seed your winter wheat on 
stubble. 

If you would like any further in¬ 
formation, drop in to the office. 

OFFICE DAY: Every Tuesday has 
been set aside for an office day in 
Vulcan. This policy was establish¬ 
ed last spring and seems to work 
well. Too often farmers have come 
to town and found that I was out 
on a farm call or some other job. 
By having a Tuesday office day, I 
hope that more farmers can be 
served. I will be in the office at 
other times > but it would be wise 
to phone if you are going to make 
a special trip.

application to the provincial 
Centennial Commission to trans¬ 
fer some of the unused funds to 
the Reid Hill project. 

The secretary-treasurer advised 
the council that the district en¬ 
gineer’s office in Calgary had re¬ 
quested that a stop sign be erected 
at the corner leading out of Little 
Bow Park on to District Highway 
leading to Champion. The coun¬ 
cillors were in agreement with 
this, and by-law No. 628, a by-law 
to amend By-law No. 441 to au¬ 
thorize stop signs was introduced, 
read and passed the required three 
times.
